REVIEW  OF  THE  BIRTHRATE. 

The  Birthrate  is  still  on  the  low  side  -  11.53 
compared  to  11.3  for  the  preceding  year.  When  we  consider  that 
in  the  decade  1871-80  the  birthrate  was  35.4  per  thousand  per 
annum,  and  27.2  in  1905,  it  can  be  seen  what  a  steep  decline  has 
taken  place  since  that  time.  Obviously  there  must  be  some  very 
deep-seated  reasons  for  this  continued  fall.  Statistics  would 
seem  to  show  that  what  are  known  as  the  "leisured  classes"  are 
not  by  any  means  reproducing  their  kind  in  the  same  ratio  as  the 
working  classes.  Whatever  economic  reasons  might  be  adduced 
for  the  latter  not  wishing  to  add  to  their  burdens  -  and  in  some 
cases  these  are  wellnigh  overpowering,  re-quiring  undeniable 
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heroism  and  self-sacrifice  on  the  parent’s  part  -  yet 
surely  the  same  reasons  do  not  hold  good  in  the  former  class, 
and  yet  the  birthrate  amongst  them  is  very  low.  Personal 
comfort  and  luxury  would  seem  to  over-ride  any  higher  ideals 
concerning  the  nation's  growth.  For  surely  as  the  reproductive 
functions  are  thwarted,  they  will  take  their  revenge  in  due 
course.  Natural  functions  kept  in  abeyance  by,  shall  we  say, 
unnatural  means,  may  wither  and  die  when  the  need  for  them 
becomes  imperative.  And  imperative  they  must  surely  become 
if  the  nation  is  not  to  sink  down  and  down  until  it  takes  its 
place  with  the  forgotten  empires  of  long  ago,  e.g.,  the  great 
empires  in  their  day  of  Greece  and  Rome.  Other  nations  will 
arise  with  a  higher  sense  of  duty,  nations  more  virile  and 
consequently  more  prolific.  Therefore  it  behoves  us  to  face 
facts  as  they  are  and  to  look  to  the  future  to  provide  a  more 
numerous  and  healthy  stock,  and  to  keep  the  nation  in  the 
proud  position  it  ought  to  occupy  in  the  world. 

DEATHS.

There  were  3  cases  of  Suicide.  Other  forms  of 
violence  accounted  for  10  deaths.  On  the  face  of  it  this 
seems  rather  an  alarming  condition  of  things.  That  some 
people  should  deliberately  cut  short  their  span  of  life 
would  appear  to  indicate  either  a  very  unstable  state  of  mind, 
or  such  a  condition  of  despair  that  anything  seemed  preferable 
to  a  continuation  of  existence  here  below.  As  a  community 
it  should  be  our  endeavour  to  soothe  and  lighten  the  burdens 
of  our  fellow  creatures.  Possibly  medical  assistance  early 
on  in  cases  of  mental  instability  might  avert  the  final  crisis. 

REVIEW  OF  DEATH  RATE. 

A  brief  review  of  the  death  rate  shows  that  Cancer 
is  still  a  serious  enemy  to  life.  In  spite  of  improvements 
in  diagnosis  and  various  forms  of  treatment,  there  is  very 
little  diminution  in  the  deaths  from  the  disease.  It  is  to 
be  feared  that  until  the  actual  cause  of  Cancer  is  known  the 
death  rate  will  be  heavy.  Of  the  various  theories  of  its 
causation  the  one  concerning  the  metabolism  of  the  cell  itself , 
seems  the  most  feasible.  Apparently  the  orderly  growth  of  the 
cell  is  disturbed,  disorder  enters  in.  What  should  be  all  to 
the  good  of  the  human  organism,  becomes,  on  the  contrary,  a 
disorganised  disloyal  growth,  the  ultimate  end  of  which  is  the 
destruction  and  death  of  the  person  attacked.  When  we  know 
more  of  the  normal  processes  of  growth  and  life  in  its  minutest 
forms  then  only  can  we  solve  the  problem  of  abnormal  growth  - 
a  typical  cancerous  cell.  In  the  meantime  it  cannot  be  too 
strongly  stressed  that  early  treatment  is  most  important  and 
in  many  forms  of  cancer  will  practically  produce  a  cure. 

Concerning  Tuberculosis  there  is  a  slight  diminution 
in  this  scourge.  Unfortunately  this  disease  attacks  mainly 
the  young  and  the  middle-aged.  However  as  economic  conditions 
improve  and  especially  perhaps,  as  the  provision  of  better 
houses  for  the  working  classes  is  achieved,  we  may  hope  finally 
to  eradicate  the  disease.  It  is  not  really  of  much  use  building 
expensive  sanatoria  and  then  sending  the  patient  back  home  to 
the  same  unhygienic  conditions  that  prevail  there.  Undoubtedly 
an  arrested  case  sooner  or  later  will  again  become  active  and 
the  same  vicious  cycle  be  started  again.  Poverty  too  is 
possibly  the  first  and  chief  cause  of  Tuberculosis.  Good, 
sound,  properly-cooked  food  is  often  not  obtainable.  Clothing 
is  deficient  in  quality  and  quantity.  Sleeping  accommodation 

is  bad  and  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  rooms  leave  much  to 
be  desired.  The  ubiquitous  germ  gains  an  entry  and  flourishes 
in  such  ideal  soil  and  so  another  case  of  Tuberculosis  is  added 
to  the  list.  The  moral  of  this  is  to  attack  the  problem  at 
its  source:  more  of  this  when  we  speak  of  housing. 

One  satisfactory  feature  is  the  absence  of  deaths  from 
puerperal  sepsis  and  the  accidents  of  pregnancy.  Also  no  deaths 
are  reported  that  can  be  traced  directly  or  indirectly  to 
Syphilis.  Of  course  there  is  always  the  possibility  that  some 
of  the  cases  of  cerebral  haemorrhage  and  other  circulatory 
diseases  may  have  been  more  or  less  due  to  this  cause. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  166  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were 
reported  (including  Tuberculosis).  This  is  a  decided  drop 
on  the  total  for  the  preceding  year  -  a  decrease  of  no  less  than 
62  cases  . 
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Of  the  166  cases  71  were  sent  to  Monsall  Hospital 
against  122  in  1932.  We  are  very  glad,  to  say  that 
Diphtheria  has  occupied  a  minor  place  in  the  list,  only 
6  cases  being  reported,  and  these  all  of  a  sporadic 
character . 


Scarlet  Fever,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Table, 
provided  the  greatest  number  of  cases,  viz.  86.  The 
disease  could  not  be  said  to  be  of  a  severe  type,  although 
two  deaths  occurred  amongst  the  transferable  class. 

Of  the  non-notif iable  cases  -  Whooping  Cough, 
Chicken  Pox  and  Measles  have  been  more  or  less  epidemic 
but  again  not  of  a  very  serious  type. 

Pneumonia  has  been  a  serious  disease  that  is  to 
say,  primary  acute  and  Influenzal  Pneumonia,  the  latter 
principally  in  the  first  month  of  the  year.  It  is  a 
moot  point,  open  for  discussion,  whether  or  not  all  cases 
of  Pneumonia  should  not  be  nursed  at  home  and  not  moved  to 
Hospital.  It  may  quite  well  be  that  the  advantages  of 
Hospital  treatment  are  not  more  than  counter-balanced  by 
■the  strain  connected  with  the  process  of  removal  of  the 
patient.  Pneumonia  is  a  most  serious  and  dangerous 
disease,  the  toxin  or  poison  which  the  Pneumonia  germ 
excretes  into  the  bodily  system  acts  at  once  and  injuriously 
on  the  heart,  although  the  primary  lesion  is  situated  in 
the  lungs.  Hence  anything  that  throws  a  strain  on  the 
heart,  which  can  hardly  be  avoided  in  transport,  cannot  be 
but  a  serious  handicap  to  recovery.  Home  nursing  would 
seem  to  be  a  better  way,  provided  that  trained  nurses  could 
be  supplied.  This  is  possibly  a  matter  for  the  Local 
Authority  or  perhaps  even  for  the  Ministry  of  Health.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


Nursing  in  the  home. 

This  most  important  branch  of  Health  Service  is 
carried  out  by  the  District  Nurses  who  are  attached  to  the  bale 
War  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the  Ashton-upon-Mersey  Hospital, 
and  Nursing  Home. 

Their  laborious,  and  self-sacrificing  work  is  much  _ 
appreciated  by  the  people  of  the . district ,  and  oftentimes  their 
work  is  done  under  trying  conditions. 


In  cases  of  emergency,  and  urgency  extra  nursing 
is  provided  bv  the  Local  Authority.  The  district  Nurses 
not  attend  any  Notifiable  Infectious  Cases.  Mjere  ^ 
practicable  or  in  the  interests  of  Public  Health  for  the 
latter  cases  to  be  nursed  at  home  they  are 
Isolation  Hospital.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  York  Place,  Manchester. 
The  Chester  Royal  Infirmary  are  also  prepared  to 
examine  specimens  particularly  by  arrangement  wit 
the  Cheshire  Insurance  Committee  in  regard  to  the 
National  Health  Insurance  patients. 


Hospitals . 

We  have  now  in  the  district  two  excellent  Hospitals, 
and  these  are  maintained  by  voluntary  contributions.  One  is 
known  as  the  Sale  War  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the  other  as  the 
Ashton-upon-Mersey  Nursing  and  War  Memorial  Home. 
extension  has  Just  been  completed  at  the  former,  and  it  is  now 
one  of  the  finest  Hospitals  of  its  class  in  the  Country. 

Beds  are  provided  at  each  of  these  hospitals  for  both  medical 
and  surgical  cases. 

Maternity  cases  are  dealt  with  at  both  hospitals. 

Each  of  these  institutions  render  a  most  valued  service  to  the 
district,  and  are  greatly  appreciated. 
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The  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary  up  to  now  has 
been  our  great  stand,  by  in  cases  of  urgency  and.  specialized 
treatment,  and  too  much  praise  cannot  be  bestowed,  on  this 
great  institution  for  the  promptitude,  and  efficiency  of 
this  service. 


Altrincham  General  Hospital  is  not  very  far  from 
our  district  boundary,  and  renders  a  most  valuable  service 
in  dealing  with  many  of  the  street  accidents  which  occur 
both  in,  and  near  our  district.  At  this  Hospital  a  service 
is  rendered  which  we  greatly  appreciate. 

It  is  hoped  that  our  own  Local  Hospitals  may  yet 
be  able  to  deal  with  all  emergencies. 

One  might  well  here  suggest  a  stirring  up  of  civic 
pride  amongst  the  people  of  Sale  to  bestir  themselves  to 
maintain,  and  equip  their  own  Hospitals  in  such  a  manner  as 
will  allow  them  to  deal  with  all  the  needs  of  the  district. 


Infectious  Disease  Hospital. 

Treatment  of  Infectious  cases  not  capable  of  being 
dealt  with  in  the  home  is  given  at  the  Monsall  Isolation 
Hospital.  This  is  done  under  an  agreement  with  Manchester 
Corporation,  and  the  Bucklow  Joint  Hospital  Board  of  which 
the  Sale  Urban  District  Council  are  a  Constituent  Authority. 

Unmarried  Mothers  Illegitimate  and  Homeless  Children. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  acting  through  the 
Local  Relieving  Officer  provide  institutional  care  for 
these  persons . 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Local  Authority  maintain  two  up-to-date  Motor 
Ambulances  for  the  conveyance  of  accident  and  non-inf ectious 
cases  to  and  from  Hospitals.  Infectious  cases  are  removed 
by  special  Ambulance  provided  by  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Welfare  Centre. 


The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  renders  a 
most  valuable  service,  and  grateful  thanks  is  due  to  the 
Voluntary  Committee  who  are  so  zealous  and  self-sacrificing 
in  their  service. 

The  Health  Visitors  are  under  the  control  of  the 
County  M.O.H.  They  are  most  assiduous,  and  painstaking  in 
their  work,  which  is  often  very  trying.  Large  numbers  of 
mothers,  and  children  attend  the  Centre.  The  regular  times 
of  attendance  are  Monday  and  Thursday  Afternoons  from  2  to 
4.30. 


Venereal  Diseases . 

The  specific  treatment  for  these  diseases  is 
provided  free  at  various  well-known  Manchester  Hospitals, 
and  at  times  tc  suit  all  who  wish  to  take  advantage  of  the 
treatment . 


It  cannot  be  over  emphasized  that  early  and 
continued  treatment  is  essential  if  the  best  results  are  to 
be  obtained  and  cure  effected. 
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Tuberculosis . 


The  usual  procedure  is  that  the  patient  having  been 
diagnosed  as  Tuberculosis  is  referred  to  the  District 
Tuberculosis  Officer  by  his  medical  attendant.  The  DoT.O. 
examines  him  and  also  has  the  sputum  examined.  The 
Tuberculosis  nurse,  or  Health  Visitor,  visits  the  house  to 
endeavour  to  help  in  the  matter  of  hygienic  conditions, 
fresh  air,  good  food,  etc.  and  to  report  to  her  Authority, 

The  D.T.O.  reports  to  the  Chief  County  Tuberculosis  Officer 
who  also  keeps  the  District  M.O.H.  advised  of  any  steps 
taken  in  the  case.  As  soon  as  a  bed  is  vacant  in  one  of 
the  various  sanatoria  connected  with  the  County  the  patient 
is  sent  there  until  the  disease  is  arrested.  On  his  return 
home  the  D.T.O.  and  nurses  continue  their  vigilance.  Reports 
of  the  state  or  condition  of  health  of  the  patient  sent  also 
to  the  medical  attendant.  The  patient  is  advised  to  keep  in 
touch  with  his  doctor  until  the  latter  decides  he  is  com¬ 
paratively  well. 

All  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  compulsorily  notifiable 
by  the  medical  practitioner  attending  the  case.  Of  course 
where  financial  considerations  take  second  place,  e.g.  amongst 
the  well  to  do,  they  make  their  own  arrangements  with  their 
medical  attendant  re  sanatorium  treatment,  specialists  or  a 
sojourn  abroad  when  deemed  necessary. 

National  Health  Insurance. 

A  few  words  cay  be  said  about  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Acts  as  they  concern  Public  Health.  It  must  be 
admitted,  I  think,  that  on  the  whole  the  administration 
of  the  Acts  makes  not  only  for  the  treatment  of  disease  but 
also,  which  is  more  important,  for  the  prevention  of  disease. 

It  is  essential,  however,  that  all  concerned  must  endeavour 
to  act  fairly  and  conscientiously  in  its  working.  The 
patient  should  be  educated  to  go  early  to  his  panel  doctor^ 
on  the  first  symptoms  of  disease.  He  should  not  wait  until 
the  disease  gets  a  hold.  Economic  considerations  may  tend 
to  make  him,  or  her,  hesitate  before  seeking  medical  advice, 
the  idea  being  that  they  may  be  required  to  cease  work  for 
a  while,  and  this  be  it  said  to  their  credit  is  often  repugnant 
to  them.  If,  however,  this  were  done  it  would  not  only  lead 
to  an  earlier  restoration  to  health  and  improved  working 
capacity,  but  would  also  be  a  sound  financial  proposition, 
ultimately,  to  all  concerned.

On  the  constructive  side  I  would  suggest  building 
on  the  present  claying  field  or  recreation  ground  between  ^ 
Harley  Road  and  Symons  Road  either  ilats  or  hou  .  . 

the  displaced"  tenants  of  the  Egerton  Street  site  would  require 
three  or  four  bedroomed  houses  or  flats  .  After 
of  Egerton  Street  the  area  could  be  quite  well  used  for  a 
playing  field  to  replace  the  one  used  for  building 
This  plan  would  keep  the  people  on  the  area  or  practic  l_y 
nearby,  which  I  imagine  would  meet  with  their  approval. 

This  plan  need  not  be  carried  out  en  bloc.  Houses 
or  flats  could  be  built  to  accommodate  the  tenants  from  uh 
two  end  rows  of  Egerton  Street.  The  latter  could  then  be 
demolished  and  the  area  used  as  a  recreation  S£ou^  \ en’ 

until  the  whole  of  the  street  was  dealt  with  the  wait  oetween 
Harley  Road  and  Egerton  Street  should  also  be  pulled  down. 

If  this  plan  is  not  feasible  then  alternative 
accommodation  should  be  found  in  some  other  part  of  Sale 
either  by  the  Council  or  by  private  builders  and  the  same 

result  achieved. 
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THE  WATER  SUPFLY  of  the  district  continues  good  and  adequate. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  action 
with  respect  to  the  pollution  of  any  river  or  stream  but  the 
usual  informal  request  has  been  made  to  one  or  two  with 
respect  to  the  keeping  of  a  stream  free  from  obstruction. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


The  New  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  now  practically 
completed  and  will  be  in  operation  within  the  next  few  weeks. 
This  works  is  on  the  site  of  the  old  Ashton  Sewage  Works  off 
Carrington  Lane.  It  will  deal  with  sewage  from  the  whole  of 
the  Sale  district.  The  old  Sale  Sewage  Works  at  Dane  Road 
will  be  closed  down  and  apart  from  storm-water  pumps  there 
will  be  no  treatment  there . 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  12  privies  have  been  converted  to 
Water  Closets  leaving  33  houses,  and  a  few  outlying  farm 
cottages  with  privies.  Additional  closet  accommodation  has 
been  provided  at  one  block  of  nine  houses,  and  each  house  now 
has  a  separate  Water  Closet.  There  are  only  a  few  houses 
in  the  district  without  separate  accommodation,  and  it  is 
considered  desirable  that  where  practicable  this  should  be 
provided.  Out  of  9,100  houses  there  are  less  than  100  which 
are  not  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  work  of  collecting  and  disposing  household  and 
most  of  the  trade  refuse  is  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  work  is  done  by  the  Council's  own 
workmen. 


Owing  to  the  rapid  rate  at  which  new  houses  are 
being  erected  and  occupied  it  has  been  no  easy  task  to  keep 
pace  with  the  increased  work  of  collection  and  disposal.  The 
new  type  of  house  tends  to  produce  a  greater  bulk  of  refuse, 
this  is  partially  due  to  the  modern  fire-grates,  and  to  the 
use  of  gas  and  electricity  for  cooking  and  heating.  Another 
factor  which  increases  the  work  of  collection  from  these 
houses  is  the  long  "wheel-out"  to  the  street  as  there  are  no 
backpassages .  More  than  50%  of  the  houses  in  Sale  are  of 
this  type,  and  this  has  to  be  considered  when  dealing  with 
costs  of  collection  and  disposal. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  done  with  Three  S.D. 
Freighters,  one  Ford  Tonner,  and  one  horse  and  cart. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  to 
low-lying  land  at  two  points  on  the  boundary  of  the  district. 

The  refuse  still  shows  a  large  percentage  of  paper  and  if 
this  could  be  reduced  it  would  decrease  costs  in  proportion. 

As  the  result  of  concentrated  effort  289  ashpits 
have  been  replaced  by  dustbins.  In  some  cases  it  was  necessary 
to  serve  a  notice  but  in  the  main  the  owners  responded 
willingly  to  our  request.  The  improvement  has  been  appreciated 
by  all. 
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The  Council  have  continued  to  supply  dustbins 
to  owners  at  a  reasonable  cost,  and  for  some  time  now 
have  been  supplying  a  20  lb.  bin  at  5/-.  During  the 
year  692  bins  have  been  disposed  of.  Of  these  412 
were  for  the  renewal  of  defective  dustbins  and  the 
remainder  to  owners  abolishing  ashpits.

This  being  a  residential  area  there  are  few 
factories,  the  six  largest  employing  between  30  and  40 
persons . 

We  have  on  the  Register  52  factories,  34 
workshops,  and  4  workplaces. 

The  larger  factories  are  knitting  works, 
shirt  makers,  and  one  engineering  assembly  works .  The 
smaller  factories  consist  of  bakehouses.  Motor  repair 
shops,  dressmakers,  tailors,  and  boot  repair  shops. 

All  the  premises  have  been  inspected  and  in 
cases  where  defects  were  noted  have  been  dealt  with  in  an 
informal  action.

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  been  inspected 
regularly  during  the  year  and  most  of  them  found  to  be  kept  m  a 
clean  and  good  condition. 

One  cowshed  which  was  in  a  bad  position  and 
difficult  to  drain  has  ceased  to  be  used. 

It  has  again  been  found  necessary  to  draw 
the  attention  of  some  retailers  to  the  methods  of  dist]fikution. 
Many  of  the  dealers  have  a  keen  sense  of  their  responsibiliti 
and  take  great  precautions,  and  others  have  to  be  reminded 
from  time  to  time  in  order  to  maintain  compliance  with  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Act  and  Orders  and  thus  protect  the  public. 

B  There  are  10  Slaughter  Houses  on  the  Register 

of  Licensed  Slaughterhouses. 

All  of  them  are  conducted  in  a  satisfactory- 
manner  and  there  has  been  no  cause  for  serious  complain  . 

Minor  defects  noted  at  one  Slaughter  house  was  remedied  on 
drawing  the  occupier’s  attention  to  it. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  beef  comes  into  the 
district  from  Manchester  Meat  Market,  ready  dressed  for  the 
shop . 

Some  of  the  butchers  use  the  Slaughterhouses 
only  for  the  killing  of  sheep  and  lambs.

SSntS  have  all  been  kept  under  supervision  and 
inspections  made.
